English’s freedom on bail or have 
the blood of this innocent Navy 
veteran on your hands.” 

Patterson, at the same time, call- 
ed on progressive Negro and white 
Americans to write and wire Gov. 
Driscoll at the State House, Tren- 
ton, N. J., urging action to tree 
English pending decision on _ his 
appeal recently filed with the New 
Jersey Supreme Court.

Railroad's Cash 
Dividends Show 
Over 10% Rise 


Out of their swollen profits in 
1951, rail companies paid their 
stockholders a total of $320,700.- 
000 in cash dividends. This was a 
gain of more than 10 percent 
above the $290,100,000 paid in 
cash dividends in the previous 
year. (U. S.: Department of Com- 
merce, Business News Reports, 
Feb. 15, 1952). 

This increase of 10 percent in 
1951. dividend payments by rail 
companies is five times the aver- 
age increase of 2 percent in the 
years dividend payments of all 
corporations, as reported by the 
Commerce Department. 

The trend toward higher divi- 
dends in the rail industry has con- 
tinued in the first part of this year. 
In January, 1952, rail companies 
ae $17,800,000 to their stock- 
olders, a rise of 40 percent above 
January, 1951.

SINCE RESIDENTS of the 
District of Columbia cannot vote 
and therefore have no voice in 
selecting those who govern 
them, administrative jobs in the 
city have become politica] plums 
_ to be distributed by the party 
in power. I can think of only one 
such award that had obvious 
merit. That was when Freder- 
ick Douglass was appointed Re- 
corded of Deeds. 


That job has since gone to 
some nationally prominent Ne- 
gro who happens to be active 
in the party holding power 
at the moment. For years the 
Recorder's office provided one of. 
the few government agencies 
where Negroes might expect cler- 
ical employment. The lobby of 
the building is decorated with 
murals portraying Negro history, 
painted by several well known 
Negro artists, and the cafeteria 
on the fifth floor is one of the 
few places in downtown Wash- 
ington where Negro and white 
may eat together. 


This old patronage rule was 
obviously designed to distract at- 
tention from the bars which have 
excluded Negroes from so many 
other government jobs. Cynical 
as this practice has been, it is 
nevertheless obvious that this 
post should not be taken from 
the Negro people until all other 
government agency positions are 
thrown open freely to all comers, 
regardless of race or color.

The last few years have seen a 
tremendous and horrifying increase in war preparations 
by Washington—huge arms budgets year after year, mili- 
tary intervention in Korea, the Lisbon decisions to build 
a Nazi army, the jailing of Communist, labor and progres- 
sive leaders, the deluge of war-inciting propaganda x a 
the danger of “Soviet aggression.” | Nos 

_. The last few days alone have witnessed Gen. Omar 
Bradley, head of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, brazenly insist- 
ing that the present war-course of Washington must con- 
tinue “no matter who is in the White House,” that Wash- 
ington has made “several international commitments—in 
‘each we have passed the point of no return.” At the same 
time Secretary of the Navy Dan Kimball announces that 
the navy would stand by and “cheer” if Chiang Kai-shek 
were to try to attack the Chinese mainland, The polite 
disclaimer by the State Department to the effect that Kim- 
ball was giving his “personal opinion,” only serves to em- 
phasize the dangerous thinking and planning that goes on 
in highest Washington circles. , . 

If, in spite of all this, World War III is not yet upon 
us, this.can only be ascribed to the fact that while Wash- 
ington’s preparations and determination for war have been 
_ mounting, the strength of the peace camp in this country 
and throughout the world has been mounting, too. And 
not only mounting—but scoring victories as well. 

There was the success of the Stockholm “outlaw- 
atomic-warfare’ petition in staying the hand of the 
atomaniacs in Korea. There is the resistance of the Chi- 
nese and Korean people and the disgust. of the American 
people which have at least brought about truce. talks in 
Korea and so far prevented extension of the war to China. 
There is the growing strength of the socialist countries, 
the mounting independence movement in Southeast Asia, 
the Middle East and Africa, the resistance of the West 
European people and a majority of the German people 
to a new Nazi army. , 

And there is the attitude of the people in our own 
country, as shown in such gatherings as the Peace Dele- 
_ gates Assembly in Washington on Tuesday, the defeat of 
UMT and Truman’s decision not to run again and so
